Attacking Army Gives The Russians A Chance 


To Make A Counter Move Which 


May Be Successful.

St. Petersburg, March G.—The fate 


of General Kouropatkin and his army 
hangs in the balance, depending on the 
lesult of the1 fighting almost iu the 
outskirts of Mukden.

According 
to latest 
reports 
the 


fighting went well for the Russians, 
who beat back the wave that threat- 
ened to roll over Mukden as it had 
over the fortifications of Port Ar- 
thur. But nothing is-known as to what 
is going oa beyond the line orbrencers, 
whether part of Gen. Nogi's force is 
in full career for Tie Pass- or whether 
the Japanese have staked all in a cast 
against Mukden. 


Kouropatkin's line of communica- 


tion has not been touched;' though it 
is In extreme jeopardy. - His right 
flank Is bent so sharply backward that 
it may necessitate the abandonment 
of the Poutiloff and Novgorod hills. 
to which the Russians are still cling- 
ing firmly. The Russian left also has 
been so sharply repulsed, that a cor- 
respondent compares Uie entire posi- 
tion to the letter "C." The Japanese, 
possibly, are pushing northward at 
tangents with both flanks.

A feature of all accounts of the 


fighting reaching St. Petersburg "is 
the emphasis laid on tlie awful carn- 
age.

Saves the Farmers Thousands of Dol- 


lars Annually in Watching 


for Bad Foods. 


Madison, Wls.-One of the most 


important lines of work earned on 
bv me Experiment station at the col- 
lege of Agriculture ot the university, 
ot Wisconsin is the supervision 01 
the concentrated feeding stulfs sold 
in the state. In accordance- with the 
Wisconsin Feeding Siutt law, passed 
by the legislature of 1901, all con- 
centrated feeding stuffs, licensed for 
sale and others found on the feed 
market must be analyzed 
by the 


University Experiment station, to de- 
termine 
their 
composJrion. 
Each 


year the Experiment station, there- 
tore, analyzes hundreds of samples 
of these concentrated foods and re- 
ports any adulterations, or any de- 
nciencies that are 
found. 
At the 


close of each year the University, 
Experiment station issues a bulletin 
giving the results' of these analyses, 
explaining 
such . adulterations of 


feed stuffs as have 'been discovered 
by the station, .and indicating the 
comparative value of 
the various 


feed's on (the market. 
This inforv, 


mauon during the past three years 
lias saved 1'arnidrs and stock raisers 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Many Adulterations Found 


Although many of the most impor- 


, taut feeding stuffs such as. mill feed, 
! ground corn and oats, and oil meal, 
are generally1 of excelk;-.t. 
quality, 


and free 
from foreign admixtures, 


gross adulterations ..are not 
infre- 


quently found .through the analsys 
made by the TCxyericient station. 
Occasionally ground and even whole 
wheat screenings are 
mixed with 


wheat bran. 
These consist largely 


of noxious weed seeds'* and cannot 
legally ' be added .to. the bran sold 
in the slate without the fact being 
distinctly stated 
on the • sacks. 
A 


single sample of wheat bran which 
\vas forwarded :to the 
university 


Experiment station for examination, 
contained over 50,000 
-whole weed 


seeds in one pound of bran. 
When 


the shipper was warned • that the 
transaction would tome under the 
state feeding stuff law, the carload 
was taken out of the state again 
and was sold in the state' west of 
us, where it came from, and where 
no feeding 'stuff laws as yet inter- 
fere with the sale of such goods as 
pure wheat bran. 
, 


Poor Grades of Feeds 


Sc-cniled ground feed, or corn and 


oats ground together, 
was 
often 


found adulterated with 
oat hulls, 


ground corn cobs, and the like, dur- 
ing the first two years of feed in- 
spection work, but the quality of the 
feeds of this class on tile feed mar- 
ket has of lately greatly improved, 
and it is now no longer difficult to 
obtain pure foods of- 
this 
class. 


Large quantities of -mixed oat feeds 
or corn and oat feeds, however, are 
still sold, in the 
state. 
Some of 


these are good feeds, but. none are 
of equal feeding value as- the. pure 
grains, ground .together, and the high 


j p.rice which they all command is due 
largely to misrepresentation on the 
part of the food .dealers who argue 
that they arc almost equal to ground 
corn and oats in feeding value. This 
'is not the case with the best ot them 
and a number of these foods sold in 
the state are no more valuable for 
feeding purposes than ground corn 
stalks or oat hull's would be; in fact, 
they closeiy resemble these 
mater- 


ials in 'their chemical 
composition, 


containing les than C. 
per cent of 


protein and two or three per' cent 
of fat, and about .10 
per. cent, of 


crude fiber. This latter component 
renders the feeds largely indestible 
when present in such large quanti- 
ties and reduces their feeding, value 
to practically nothing. 
The poorer 


.grades -of the oat. foods are used to 
a large extent by dishonest dealers 
for 'adulterating ground feed. 


Dangerous 
Rice Hulls 


The way in which the university 


Experiment station protects the far- 
mers and cattle raisers of the state 
by warning them of possible adulter- 
ations has been well illustrated dur- 
ing the past. month. 
Early in Feb- 


ruary two carloads of ground rice 
hulls wore shipped into the state, 
to be sold according to the statement 
of the feed dealer, as 
egg-packing 


material. 
Ascertaining this fact, the 


university Experiment 
station -at 


once warned .farmers and stock rais- 
ers of the danger of these hulls be-, 
ing used for adulterating feeds. The 
warning proved a 
timely one, for 


shortly after the professor at Ithe 
university station' secured 
'samples 


of feeds from different parts of the 
state containing rice hulls,' and at 
once.1 sent out broadcast notification 
of the fact to farmers and 
stock 


raisers. 
As the hulls contain forty 


per cent of .weed fibers and" from fif- 
teen to twenty per cent o'f silice, or 
sand, and as the sharp barbs upon 
the edges of the hulls cause irrita-' 
lion in the intestinal organs' of an- 
imals feeding upon this 
material, 


they are not only worthless as feed, 


i but not infrequently cause the death 


i of horses and cattle fed on them. 


Benefits of the Law 


The feeding stuff law has proved 


'Of great benfit to the farmers and! 
| other purchasers of fe'ed in the state i 
during the 'past three years by ren- 
dering it, posible to know the quality 
and exact composition of the various 
kinds of brands of feed on the' mar- 
ket: by exposing frauds in the feed 
biisiness that have come 
to light, 


and indirectly by. keeping out of the 
low grades and of doubtful value as 
feed for live stock. 
The large ma- 


jority " of . feed dealers in the state, 
as well as the 
buyers of feeding 


stuffs b»ly reco.gnize the 
'impor- 


tance 
of the law to their business, 


and to the agricultural interests of 
the state, and .heartily 
co-operate 


with the station'in the enforcement 
of the law.

THE ^KANSAS OIL FIELD. 


The rivalry between the Standard 


Oil Company and the 
independent 


producers 6'f petroleum in Kansas will 
direct public attention to the intner- 


. jil wealth of a state which has hither- 
to been known .chiefly for Us suita- 
bility to agriculture. 
From about a 


dozen .counties in the 
southwestern 


part of Kansas, the yield of crude oil 
in 1903 was not far from 1,000,000 
barrels, and last year the quantity 
•was probably nearly five . times as 
great. 
Having passed Louisiana and 


New York since 1902, the Sunflower 
•state now ranks seventh among 'the 
American contributors to the world's 
supply. 
California, 
Ohio, 
.Texas, 


West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Ind- 
iana are still ahead of her, ;and to 
catch up with the rear of this sec- 
tion of the procession will be no easy 
task. Nevertheless, now that Kansas 
has begun to furnish 4 or 5 per cent 
of the oil of the United States, she 
occupies a position that must com- 
mand respect, if 
not 
admiration. 


"Within the,lasftwo or three-years 
several-refineries have been erected 
there, 'enormous tanks for 
storage 


have been built, and a number of pipe 
linese have been completed or are 
under construction. 
.Additional 
im- 


portance is lent to these developments 
by tile fact that portions of . Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma, immediately 
south of'the border of the Sunflower 
state, have also begun to yield.' It is 
evident, therefore, that the field is an 
extensive one, though it has not yet 
been, the scene of such 
sensational 


incidents • as; eastern Texas. 


Writing for a recent • number of 


"The Mining Magazine," "W. H. Hey- 
drick remarked that competition be- 
tween ' conflicting interests was first 
observed nearly a year ago. Early 
last year the Standard Oil Company 
began to reduce prices: 
It - did the 


same for the Pennsylvania product, 
but Mr, Heydrick says that the cut 
in the latter case was scarcely 20 
per cent, whereas that in quotations 
for Kansas oil was more than 36 per 
cent. 
The irumediate efCect was to 


discourage drilling. 
In June .opera- 


. tions were in progress on 240 new 


wells, but in July the number fell 
off to 170, and In August to 140, This, 
of 'course, was what the 
company 


.wanted, 'as it believed that for the 
time being there was "danger of ov- 
erproduction. 
The 
other 
producers 


saw no .necessity "for" checking the 
business, and organized an associa- 
tion for the purpose of 
protecting 


themselves. 
That proceeding 
alone 


(Seems io have, averted and further 
cuts of consequence, but the indepen- 
dent owners were not reconciled to 
the situation as it then existed, and 
have sought relief by an appeal to 
the legislature for the establishment 
of a refinery under state auspices. 


Obviously, jt.he commercial value of 


Kansas oil must depend largely upon' 
the facilities which -are provided for 
sending it to market. 
The 
" policy 


adopted by the 
Standard Oil. Com- 


pany, was to connect its 
local pipe 


lines, with one which already reaches 
from the vicinity of Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard. Even without tap- 
ping Indian Territory, nearly six hun- 
dred -miles of pipe were needed to 
connect Humboldt, ,Kan., with Whit- 
ing, Ind., on Lake Michigan, but the 
work of laying it was well under way 
last autumn. Before long,' therefore, 
it should be possible to deliver the 
product of Southwestern Kansas 
to 


Eastern refineries. 
This would'be a 


notable performance, 
but 
not a 


strange one. Nothing is surprising 
nowadays. 
The course 
which Mr. 


Heydrick believed to be the wisest 
for the independent producers was to 
lay pipe to some .convenient port on 
•the Texas coast, say 
Port Arthur. 


Not more than five hundred 
miles 


.would be required for that purpose. 


However, Poit. Arthur is not itself 


a market, and, .even if it were, com- 
petition with the product of'the Lone 
Star state would 
be 
encountered. 


Water transportation to more distant 
points would then be essential before 
the ,oll of Kansas could be sold. The 
problem thus presented is not an easy 
one to solve. 
Eventually the'rallroad 


companies whose lines extend to the 
northward, eastward and 
westward, 


of the newly opened field will prob- 
ably burn petroleum on their locomo- 
tives, and electric and other plants 
will' utilize it in- a similar manner.

RIGID INQUIRY 


FOR OIL TRUSTS 


WILL DEVELOP ALL.THE FACTS 


Commissioner Garficld Promises to Do 


His Best to Unearth Any Illegal 


Acts for Which the Great Monopoly 
May Be Responsible. 


Washington,'March 6.—Commission- 


er1 James R. Garfielfi. of .the bureau o£ 
corporations lias instituted a rigid in- 
•vestigation of the operations of the 
oil industry in Kansas and contiguous 
states." In response to a resolution of 
the house of 
representatives intro- 


duced by Representative Campbell of 
KSnsas, the investigation of • the oil 
industry will be carried on as rapidly 
as is consistent with thoroughness. 


The report of Commissioner Gar- 


field will be made directly to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
Whether it will be 


made public will Ho 'within -tho dis- 
crel.ion of the chief executive. 
De- 


pending on the facts developed, it roay 
be turned over to the department of 
justice for such action as' the attor- 
ney general may deem proper. Com- 
missioner Garfield said that nothing 
would be left undone by his bureau to 
develop the facts regarding the opera- 
tions of the oil trust in Kansas, as 
well as in other states, 


Thorough Investigation. 


It is not the. purpose of Commis- 


sioner Garfield to confine the inquiry 
to Kansas. It will not be circumscribed 
by state or geographical linos. It is 
the intention of the commissioner to 
make the investigation as'exhaustive 
as the resolution 
of 
Representative 


-Campbell contemplates, the purpose 
being to develop all the facts regard- 
ing the operations of the oil trust. • 


• "During the past ye.ar," said Com- 
missioner Gariielrl, "a • great amount 
of general information relating to the 
oil trust has been obtained. This af- 
fords a basis from which to undertake 
immediate specific inquiries into the 
'conditions, existing in .specific fields, 
such as Kansas, Texas a:ic 
n, California. 


"The method of procedure,": said 


Commissioner Garfielcl. "will be'simi- 
lar to those followed in the Inquiry 
into the operations of the alleged beef 
trust. The commissioner of corpora- 
tions, personally and Through .special 
agents, will obtain information from 
original. 
sources. 
Already 
these 


sources 
of 
information 
have been 


sounded. They have responded to the 
commissioner 
of 
corporations 
by 


agreeing to furnis'a information, to 
afford the fullest opportunity for in- 
spection of records and accounts and 
to answer all questions pertinent to 
all matters involved in the inquiry." 


It. is the intention or Commissioner 


Garfield under direction o£ President 
Roosevelt to make the inquiry into 
the operations of the oi! trust a.s cora- 
piehensive and exhaustive as possible. 
Nothing will b'e left undone'that'will 
develop a-single fact relating to -the 


f. the'.trust .and,.if it has been 


unjust" in'"'Siscr:ruinatT6n against' the- 
producers of oil in Kansas or in any 
other state the inquiry will show it. 


Not a Common Carrier. 


It is'pointed, out that.'-he oil trust, 


through.its pipe lines, is not a. com: 
ir.on carrier,- under the 1'a'w, and it can- 
not .be compelled to" carry oil' from 
•any given field unless "tho producers 
accede to its terms.. Tlic.oil trust 
maintains .that it has' conducted its 
business not only in accordance with 
the law, but in perfect regard to-rec- 
ognized business principles, and that, 
therefore, it is perfectly willing to 
have the governments-make as rigid 
an inquiry as it may desire into its 
methods of doing business. 


• It is the purpose of Commissioner 


Garfield to make the Investigation as 
thorough as possible. He personally 
will go to Kansas and perhaps to oth- 
er oil fields in the conduct of tho in- 
quiry, which, as heretofore .indicated,. 
is not to be confined to-a specific field. 
Every ramification of the inquiry will 
be followed, whether it. lead across 
state lines..or not. It may lead from 
Kansas to Texas, from Texas to Cali- 
fornia, but wherever it may lead it 
will be followed in an earnest endeav- 
or to ascertain all the facts regarding 
Uie operations of Uie aUe2ed.sU *ru*t.

an church. 
He briefly reviewed the 


history of this season, telling the orig- 
inal reason' for the holding of these 
forty days aside from the rest of'the 
year as ones in which social pleas- 
ures should be placed far in the back- 
ground and the thought of the suffer- 
ings and 'death of.'Jesus should take 
the uppermost place in our minds. 
His central theme was the observance 
of Lent according to the doctrines 'of 
Luther and the regulations placed up- 
on the members of the church. Rev. 
Christy's sermon -was on "The Vicar- 
ious Atonement," a strong doctrinal 
sermon on the .text taken from 11 
Corinthians 5:21: "For .He made 
Him to- be sin for us who knew no 
sin, that yo'might be made the right- 
. eousness of God in Him."

. Reason for Lent 


The preface of the sermon is. as 


follows: 
The 'center of Christianity 


is Christ; and the center of Christ's 
history is his passiori, or suffering 
for the "sins of the world. It is there- 
fore with 
special 
solemnity 
that 


Christians have /approached the com- 
memoration of it. From the earliest 
periods' of the clmrch—according to 
the 'first .Christian emperor, from- the 
first flay'1 of, four Lord's passion—there 
has been "a 'portion of the year set 
apart for meditation uppn the Savior's 
sufferings and death; which'was usu- 
ally .passed as Euerbins 
says,'

fasting and . watching, and 
in

study. - of. the divine word."

This .solemnity was fixed to • the 


spring season, hence the name':- of 
"Lent," by which 
it is commonly 


known. "Lent" is a Saxon word for 
"spring" or 'the'portion of the year 
when the .days begin perceptibly to 
lengthen. 
These, lengthening • days 


•were chosen for the special commem- 
oration of -the Savior's passion, for 


•,the reason, that His death occurred 


in the spring. Thus this commemor- 
ation Itself, came to be religiously 
called "Lent."

range'd to cover forty days preceding 
the' festival of the resurrection.

The business'is that of logging : in 


upper-Michigan-and -Wisconsin. 


Owing to the lateness of the season 


this-year, the-'demand for men fell off 
to almost nothing. 
Heretofore .the 


wages have run from , ?26 to 
f30 
a 


month and board.'. Teamsters, loaders 
and deckers are drawing-about five dol- 
lars above the maximum at which the 
men are hired. 


Lumbermen, notice the-absence of 


many familiar faces. " The old-time 
woodsmen, who' used to go to the 
woods regularly every winter, are pass- 
ing away. Most of the men who ap- 
plied for work this winter were Inex- 
perienced,' and' 'the: growing, scarcity- 
has been noticed more and more. 


It Is contended that the pineries of 


Washington, have taken away a large 
number of .-Michigan-men. ,.Not long 
since a-single car had-a large-party., of 
men who were going from the Wolver- 
ine woods to the Paniflc woodlands. It' 
is claimed that the wages in that sec- 
tion-are now $40 a month and board. 
In Michigan and Wisconsin- the lum- 
ber Is getting thinned out. while in the 
far northwest it is much as it was 
20 years ago.
